The auction-room of Messrs. Bangs, 


Merwin & Co, hath rarely been witness to 
such brave deeds as were done in the mem- 
orable week which began on the twenty- 
first of March, in the year ’70.* But the 
‘bloody week’ is now over, to the joy and 
deliverance of some of its purse-bleeding 
heroes.

history as to the great Inpran Biste. It is a work | 
which nothing less than rarrn could have accom- | 


plished. Mr, Bouton became the purchaser of this 
volume after a spirited competition with at least rqvo 
collectors, who came from distant parts to buy or see 
this “Big Indian.” The ‘Chield’ for whom Mr. 
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Bouton bought this volume, left special instructicns 
with his Lieutenant to lay on in the good old Mac 
Dutf fashion if occasion required, while he 
should, if necessary, ‘shake his timbers’ at home to 
keep his courage up. Who can depict the immense 
satisfaction he must have felt (having secured this 
prize) upon opening it next morning at the breakfast 
table? Or did he sleep all night upon this Bible- 
pillow, and dream himself an Indian under Eliot’s 
sacred tree, listening to the great apostle as he read 
perhaps from this very copy or His Biste? A leaf

Most readers are quite familiar with the fact that a well-developed method of picture 
writing, or “‘ didactic painting,” as it has been appropriately named, prevailed through 
Mexico and Central America for centuries before the conquest. But that, in the latter 
country, there was a true phonetic alphabe., is one of the more recent discoveries of Amer- 
ican archwology, and certainly one of the most interesting, as it promises to restore to us 
the records of the most cultivated nation of ancient America for a number of centuries pre- 
vious to the advent of the white man. 

It is well-known that the forests of Yucatan conceal the ruins of cities and palaces built 
of stones covered with inscribed characters. All travelers who had seen these characters 
were convinced that they were intended to perpetuate ideas, but the key seemed to be 
irrevocably lost. Fortunately, within the last few years (to be exact, in December, 1863), 
a diligent antiquarian, the Abbé Brasseur de Bourbourg, unearthed in a library in Madrid 
—that of the Royal Academy of History—a copy of an unpublished description of Yucatan 
composed by Diego de Landa, the first bishop of the country. In this was contained the 
phonetic alphabet employed by the aboriginal Mayas, with a tolerably full, but an intolera- 
bly obscure, explanation of their mode of using it. As De Landa’s words are so important, 
and also not a little difficult to comprehend, we cannot do better than transcribe them ex- 
actly as they appear in the copy of his work published at Paris, in 1864. 

He premises his remarks by saying that the natives used certain’ characters or letters 
with which they wrote in books their ancient histories and sciences, and by means of these 
letters, and figures, and certain signs in the figures, they could understand and teach from 
these manuscripts. ‘The missionaries found very many of them, all of which, the good 
bishop informs us, proved on examination to contain more lies and superstitions, and were 
consequently burned, which pained the natives in the most marvelous manner (lo qual a 
maravilla sentian, y les dava pena). 

He then continues :—

This is all on the subject the bishop vouchsafes us. Let us now attempt a free translation 
of his words, premising that they are so obscure in parts, and the composition so careless 
and provincial, that we shall not take it at all amiss if any reader thinks he can improve 
our rendering : 


“* Of their letters, I shall place here an A, B, C, their clumsiness not allowing more; 
for they employ one character for all the aspirations of the letters, and another to denote 
their repetitions, and so they go on 2” znfinitum, as one may see in the following example: 
Le means a lasso and to hunt with one. In order to write with their characters, although 
we told them it contains but two letters, they make use of three, giving to the aspiration 
of the / the vowel ¢, which is before it, and in this they are not in error, if they wish to 
write it in their curious manner, Example:

Afterwards they put at the end the part which is joined. Again in /a, which means water, 
because the letter # contains the sounds a, h, they place the a both at the beginning and 
at the end, in this manner :-—

They can write it either with separate letters or united together. I would not have in- 
serted nor have mentioned this but that I wished to give a complete description of this 
people. Mazn kate means I do not wish; they write it in separate letters in this way :—

From these valuable though too scanty hints we learn that the letters were employed 
connected together in a manner somewhat analogous to, though more intimately than our 
cursive shrift, and also separately, as in the Roman alphabet. When the latter was the 
case, they were repeated apparently in their connected form. Further, the vowel sound 
which is necessarily associated with the enunciation of every consonant (/a aspiracion), 
and which in the Maya language of Yucatan is so pronounced as to have been called by the 
Abbé de Bourbourg, “ une certaine affectation gutturale,” was taken account of, and ex- 
pressed in writing. Then there were a number of arbitrary signs, figures, and symbols, 
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with syllabic values, as we see in the last example given. These peculiarities, of course, 
make the system clumsy, but are by no means insurmountable difficulties in the way of clu- 
cidating it, . 

Immediately at the close of the foregoing extract Bishop Landa gives the alphabet sub- 
joined, which has been carefully copied on wood, by Mr. Edward Bensell, of Philadelphia, 
the arrangement of the letters being slightly altered :—

Besides these elementary sounds, he gives twenty arbitrary signs, one for each day of 
the Maya month, which signs seem also to be used at their syllabic value in writing: words. 
All of them have the same peculiar rounded or circular form which is observable in most 
of the letters, and which has induced some writers to call this the “‘ Calculiform ” alphabet. 

But returning to the A, B, C, let us inquire the meanings of the figures adopted. 
Knowing these, we shall be in better position to recognise their variations on existing in- 
scriptions and manuscripts—for these, as we expect, are considerable; but not more so, 
perhaps, than the variations in the forms of the Roman letters. 

a. Nos, 1, 2, and 4, are representations of the heads of some animals, No, 2 being 
evidently the head of a bird with a long curved beak, probably a species of parrot. No, 
3 has been supposed to represent a leg or a boot of some kind, but is probably also a rude 
figure of a head. (See Plate XXXVI, of the manuscrit Troano.) 





















aaa 
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b, Both these letters are supposed to represent a path or way bearing the marks of foot 
prints, indicated by the small figures inside the circle. 

c. This letter should probably be pronounced 4a (a as in mate), and is imagined to 
represent a mouth displaying sharp teeth. 

ca. This sign is explained as the jaw of an animal thickly set with teeth ; but a careful 
examination of its variations leads to the belief that it is a representation of the eye lashes, 
(See the Etudes sur le Manuscrit Troano, p. 55.) 

cu. This has not been identified. 

t, As there is no d in Maya this character stands for both t and d. It signifies space, 
the four marks leading towards the center representing the four cardinal points, and the 
phonetic base being the Maya, preposition #2, in, toward, at, in space. 

é. Probably a front view of the human face, surmounted by the hair, the dots marking 
the eyes, nose and mouth. 

h. Nos. 12 and 13, variations of the same, represent a joint of bamboo, No. 14 is the 
guttural h, pronounced fa, which word in Maya means water. The figure represents a 
stream flowing around some objects. 

2. This letter seems formed after the analogy of c, but no satisfactory analysis has yet 
been offered. 

hk, ku. The k is beyond doubt derived from a head seen in profile. The upper figure 
within the circle is the closed eye with its lashes (compare No. 8); that below on the 
right is the ear (compare No. 28); that on the left the mouth. (See the variations in the 
Etudes sur le Manuscrit Troano, p. 55.) The ku is supposed to be a drawing of the 
sacred “‘ medicine bag.” 

l. Neither of these has been resolved. 

m. This also, is the figure of a head. It is distinguished from the k by the eve being 
open, from the p by the absence of dots around the mouth. 

n. Possibly the figure of a serpent. 

0. Variations of the same, of uncertain origin. 

p, pp. Again the face in profile. 

v The first figure is easily recognised as the human hand, the second as a face in pro- 
file, emitting breath from the mouth. 

w The first sign represents the ear, the second is of uncertain derivation, 

z. This seems to be a vase of some kind. 

It is evident that many of these signs have received abbreviated and conventional forms 
quite remote from their original figures, precisely as we know occurred in the Phenician 
and derived alphabets. The variations are numerous and puzzling. 

It will be observed that the basis of most of them isa head seen in front or in profile. 
Bearing this in mind, and fxing definitely the differential marks, which alone were deemed 
of importance by the native artists, we could venture with considerable confidence on the 
interpretation of manuscripts and inscriptions, did we not meet with very serious obstacles 
in other directions. 

One of these is the resolution of the groups referred to by Landa as /as partes juntas. 
In these the rounded “‘ Calculiform ” letters are arranged in quadrilateral masses, each rep- 
resenting a phrase, name, or title. We may seek the origin of this arrangement in what 
philologists call the incorporative, or ‘‘ polysynthetic ” character of the Maya in common 
with all other American tongues, which tends to the expression of an idea with all its mod- 
ifications, in one intricate grammatical synthesis, These groups must first be separated in 
their component parts, and then arranged in proper order. Some of them read from right 
to left, and alternately from top to bottom and bottom to top; or, to illustrate by a dia- 
gram, as if we were to write the word marvelous, thus: —

But the artist had no hesitation in changing this arrangement, if another would allow 
him to compose a neater group. Especially is this the case on the sculptures, where the 
love of ornamentations constantly obscures the design and renders the letters almost unre- 
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cognisable, precisely as the fashion is at the present day to adorn the walls of our churches 
with inscriptions in ornamental and Gothic characters, hardly legible to unpracticed eyes. 


There is also an obstacle in the very limited number of manuscripts in this character 
which have been preserved. Of the vast number found among the natives at the conquest, 
only three or four are known to be in existence. One of these is the “‘ Dresden Manu- 
script,” another the ‘* Manuscript Troano,” the third the ‘* Manuscrit Mexican, No. 2,” 
of the Bibliothéque Impériale ; and perhaps the ‘‘ Pesth Manuscript” is in the same shrift. 
Of these the Dresden Manuscript may be seen in the large collection of Lord Kings- 
borough on Mexican Antiquities, and the Manuscript Troano was published in fac simile 
by the French government under the editorship of M. Brasseur de Bourbourg. (Misszon 
Scientifique au Mexique et a ? Amérique Centrale, Linguistique. Paris, 1869. Impri- 
merie Imperiale.) There is, however, material almost inexhaustible in the inscriptions 
preserved upon the stone temples, altars, and pillars of Yucatan, which we may with great 
confidence look to see deciphered before many years. 


The only serious difficulty which is at present in the way is our want of knowledge of 
the ancient Maya language, All the published grammars and vocabularies are extremely 
deficient and incomplete, and quite inadequate to serve us in interpreting the inscrip- 
tions, But even this alarming obstacle is only temporary. There exists in manuscript a 
most complete and carefully composed dictionary of the Maya, written about 1650, two 
copies of which are in this country, one in the hands of the Smithsonian Institution, and 
which we earnestly hope will shortly be published under the efficient superintendence of 
Dr. Hermann Berendt, the most accomplished Maya scholar living. With it in hand, 
the deciphering of the inscriptions of Palenque, Uxmal, Itza, and the other ruined cities of 
Yucatan, and of the manuscripts already mentioned, will become certainly a less serious task 
than that of translating the cuneiform inscriptions of Ninevah. 

Even without other aids than the limited vocabularies already published, some antiqua- 
rians have boldly set to work on the Yucatecan writings. Most conspicuous of them is M. 
Brasseur de Bourbourg, who first published Diego de Landa’s work containing the alphabet. 
(Relation des choses de Yucatan de Diego de Landa, Texte espagnol et traduction 
francaise en regard, comprenant les signes du calendrier, et de C Alphabet hiéroglyphi- 
que de la langue Maya, Paris, 1864. 

His recent edition of the Manuscript Troano is prefaced by an Etude in which he at- 
tempts to interpret several of its pages. It is painful to be unable to say a single word in 
favor of his views. They are thoroughly untenable and groundless. ‘The Abbé Brasseur 
deserves the highest praise for his ardor and devotion to archxological studies, but his the- 
ories do not bear a moment’s examination, ‘They are so utterly wild that we are almost 
afraid to state them. He imagines that these inscriptions and manuscripts all contain geo- 
logical reminiscences, chiefly concerning the submersion of a portion of the American con- 
tinent and the consequent formation of the West India Islands. He explains all the let- 
ters as ‘‘expressive images of the cataclysm of which they are the phonetic expression,” 
The culture of the Mayas and Aztecs he regards as the debris of a far higher civilization, 
which once extended over most of the American continent, and from which that of 
ancient Egypt (!) was derived. He insists on the identity of the ancient Maya and Aztec 
tongues, for which there is not a shadow of proof, and going further, claims that they are 
both derived from Germanic roots. Of course, with such notions as these, his “‘ interpre- 
tation ” of the Manuscript is an absurdity, and can never obtain a serious hearing in scien- 
tific circles. 

A very different student is M. H. de Charencey, long favorably known for his re- 
searches into the Basque language, the dialects of Central America, and other critical publi- 
cations. In the first volume of the Actes la Sociéte Philologique (Paris, 1870) he has an 
“Essai de Déchiffrement dun Fragment d’ Inscription Palenquienne.” He takes for his 
subject the famous “* bas-relief of the Cross,” found on the back of the great altar at Pal- 
enque. It is portrayed in Stephens’s Travels in Central America, and more carefully in 
the work of Cabrera on the ruins of Palenque, from a drawing by M. de Waldeck. It 

seems to represent the ceremony of baptism, or something analogous to it. The central 
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figures are surrounded by inscriptions. Immediately above the bird which surmounts the 
cross is found this character :—

This he analvses as follows, commencing at the right: h (variation of No. 13 of the 
alphabet), o (variation of No. 22 enclosed in a circle), nab (the Maya word tor the palm 
ot the hand which supports the middle letter), ku (variation of No, 17),==honabhu. This, 
in the orthography hunabhu, a discrepancy of no great moment, is a familiar Mava name 
of divinity, and means ¢he only, or the one God. The course of argument by which he 
supports this analysis is careful and judicious, 

The second group which M. de Charencey analyses is this :— 





This he resolves, commencing at the right hand upper figure, proceeding from aoove 

downward, and from right to left, into the following letters of Landa’s alphabet: 

u, ku, ku, 1, ca, nab, 

meaning “it, or those, of the Kukulcan.” Kukulcan, however was the name of the hero 
god of the Mavas, corresponding to the Quetzalcoatl of the Aztecs. His worship was in- 
troduced into Yucatan subsequent to the ninth century of the Christian era, and his name 
means in Maya precisely what Quetzalcoatl does in Aztec, namely, “‘ the serpent with 
quetzal feathers,” the quetzal being a species of parrot with bright green plumage. This 
interpretation, therefore, if admitted, fixes an important date in Central American history ; 
for it proves that the erection of the extraordinary monuments of Palenque, which were 
found in ruins at the conquest, took place subsequent to the ninth century of our era, 

It is not our object at present to go into the details of these remarkable investigations, 
still less to criticise them at length, but simply to give their outlines and results. ‘They 
should excite an earnest interest in this country, and stimulate our scholars to turn their 
attention to the antiquities of our own continent, which thus acquire an importance quite 
equal to those on the banks of the Euphrates and the Nile, which have commanded such 
profound study from European scholars.

The enemy, on the other hand, 
possessed themselves of the woods, fences, 
&c., and having the advantage of numbers, 
perhaps ten to one, our troops lost everything 
but honor: his personal bravery was very 
Somebody speaking dispar- 
agingly of the military achievements of Col. 
James Monroe (afterwards President), said 
that “‘ his service was as aid-de-camp to Lord 
Stirling, and his principal duties to poke the 
fire and fill his lordship’s tankard.” But 
this was certainly unjust, for Stirling was an 
active and excellent officer, and received the 
thanks of Congress in January, 1776, for the 
opportune capture of the ship Blue Moun-

New Fersey Two Hundred Years Ago. 


—In the year 1676 the proprietorship of 
what is now known as the State of New 
Jersey was vested in several parties in two 
undivided portions. In order clearly to 
define their respective interests, and thereby 
to enable them to grant good titles to set- 
tlers, deeds of partition were cntered into 
in that year, whereby George Carteret be- 
came sole proprictor of that portion known 
as New East Jersey, and the other of that 
portion known as New West Jersey. New 
West Jersey comprised ‘‘all that side on 
Delaware River from one end to the other; 
the line of partition is from the east 
side of Little Egg Harbour, straight north, 
‘through the country, to the utmost branch 
of Delaware River, with all powers, privi- 
liges, and immunities whatsoever.” New 
East Jersey comprehended the remaining 
portion, and became the sole property of 
Sir George Carteret. Sir George died in 
1679, leaving a will in which he directed 
the province of New East Jersey to be sold 
to pay his debts. The following curious 
and authentic letter, the original of which 
is before us, from the Earl of Bath, one of 
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Carteret’s executors, to Lord Norreys, is of | 
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much interest as showing the money value 
of “fan entire province” in New Jersey 
nearly two hundred years ago :

While he was dragging 
along as a country storekeeper—his eyes having fail- 
ed him while studying for the ministry—his good 
wife bethought her that she could cover by hand the 
wooden buttons tur the time, and thus earn an hon- 
est penny. From this time the couple advanced in 
their ambition, until they had perfected machinery 
for covering buttons—the first employed for this pur- 
pose in this country. From this sprung an immense 
factory, and then others, until! Samuel Williston 
made half the buttons of the world. His factories 
are still running at Easthampton, coining wealth for 
the proprietors, and known to every dealer in but- 
tons the world over, He is now between seventy 
and eighty years of age, is worth five or six millions, 
and has given $400,000 to Easthempton for a semi- 
nary and for churches, $200,000 to South Hadley 
Female Seminary, and $200,000 to Amherst Col- 
lege, besides lesser gifts. 

According to this it is fair to conjecture 
that Mr, Williston commenced the manu- 
facture of buttons at about the age of twen- 
ty-five years, or, considering him seventy- 
five at present—fifty years ago, which would 
be 1820. There are gentlemen living in 
this city (Waterbury), who at that date were 
old veterans in the button business. 
among them is Deacon Aaron Benedict, 
who. commenced the manufacture of buttons 
in 1812. 

The business now known throughout the 
country as the Scovill Manufacturing Co., 
was commenced in 1811 by J. M. L. Sco- 
vill, Frederick Leavenworth and David 
Hayden, while the last named at that early 
day was called an ‘experienced button 
maker.” ‘This, it will be seen, was n7ne 
years before Mrs. Williston earned her first 
honest penny by covering wooden buttons ; 
but the button makers of Waterbury can be 
traced still further back. In a biographical 


sketch contained in Bronson’s ‘* History of 


Waterbury,” we find that Joseph Hopkins, 
who was born in the southeast quarter in 
1730, was a noted maker of silver buttons, 
and that a set of silver vest buttons, worn 
by Mr. William Garnsey, of Watertown 
(and previously by his father, Abijah Garn- 
sey), were shown to our “‘ Senior” some- 
where about 1857, at which time they were 
ninety years old, ‘These are now probably 


in existence, and go to prove that Mr. Jo- 
seph Hopkins made buttons in this city 
more than one hundred years ago, or at 
least thirty years before Mr. Williston was 
born, 


Chief 
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The kernel of truth, which is to be found 
in the extract given above, is probably that 
Mr. Williston was the first manufacturer of 
cloth buttons in this country, the business 
being originated by his wife, and afterward 
carried on by him quite extensively by 
hand. The use of machinery, however, 
for covering buttons was originated in Wa- 
terbury somewhere between 1828-30, by 
Daniel Hayden, and his son, Shepard Hay- 
den, and the original machines are now in 
possession of his family. ‘They were rough, 
ungainly machines, and compare very poor- 
ly with the present perfected ones in use in 
all cloth button factories. The old factory 
stood where the house of Mr. William 
Brown now is, on Willow street. The 
machines were able to make some forty 
gross per day, which was a great improve- 
ment on the old method by hand. Mr. 
Joel Hayden of Haydenville, Mass., a cous- 
in of Mr, Shepard Hayden, who was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of buttons for Mr. 
Williston visited the factory in this city, 
and here it is supposed got his first idea of 
the machinery. A year or two afterward 
he commenced the manufacture of machine 
buttons for Mr. Williston, on machines of 
his own invention, By this statement it 
will be seen that to Waterbury belongs the 
credit of the invention of the first machin- 
ery for making cloth buttons, while in the 
manufacture of metal buttons this town was 
many years in advance of any other place 
in the country.—Waterbury American, 
leb. 15, 1870. 


Customs of the Aborigines; their Aged 
Dovmed to Death.—So tar as 1 know, the 
cruel prartice of abandoning the ailing to 
their fate, without making the smallest effort 
to relieve their increasing necessities or to 
prolong their days, but, on the contrary, to 
curtail them, is now exclusively confined to 
the New World, and to a few Polynesian 
families. One circumstance with respect to 
it, in the former locality, is particularly 
noteworthy, and may possibly afford hereat- 
ter, or when this subject has been more fully 
investigated than hitherto, a clue to the 
most probable origin of the ancient popula- 
tions on the southern continent amongst 
whom it prevailed, as well as of those few 

| isolated communities amongst whom it still 
prevails. It has always been restricted to 
the territories watered by the Orinoco and 
| Marafion or upper Amazon, and to the 
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coasts of Brazil and that portion of the con- 
tinent which furnishes tributary streams to 
the last-mentioned river. Garcilasso, the 
Spanish historian and a contemporary of the 
conquerors, states that the ancient Peruvi- 
ans indulged in the practice, not only of 
slaying their aged and infirm parents, but of 
afterwards solemnly feasting on their re- 
mains; and according to the report of Mr. 
Clements Markham, the editor of the Voy- 
ages of Orellana and Acuna, published a 
few years since by the Hakluyt Society, and 
who has himself trodden in the footsteps of 
those two intrepid adventurers, the Coco- 
mas, a wild tribe located on the banks of 
the Marafion, still make it a religious prac- 
tice to eat the ftesh of such aged rela- 
tives whom they sacrifice, and grind their 
bones into powder which they mix and 
quaff in a fermented liquor. “¢ Is it not bet- 
ter,” they demand of the casual and aston- 
ished traveler, “‘to be inside a friend than 
to be swallowed up by the black earth?” 
It would savor of inequity to accuse those 
secluded people of the want of natural affec- 
tion, merely because of this horrid propen- 
sity. They have long since forgotten the 
real origin and purport of the custom and 
learned only to exaggerate it, As the trav- 
eller is silent on the subject of their general 
treatment of family connections, we may 
charitably assume that they are solely actu- 
ated in this particular conduct by supersti- 
tious motives, I am disposed to think that 
in no instance, whether in ancient or mod- 
ern times, was the killing of the aged and 
infirm prompted by any other feelings than 
those of genuine commiseration and kind- 
ness. In treating of barbarism the princi- 
ples of morality, of course, are beside the 
question, My view of the usage is counte- 
nanced by the present policy of the Nao- 
quapus, a demi-civilised people on the Lab- 
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rador peninsula, who, as in the instance of | 


the ancient Britons, act upon the expressed 
desire of the victims themselves, when old 
age leaves them incapable of exertion. Mr. 
Hind, in his explorations of that country 
(vol ii. p. 90) quotes the following language 
of his friend, Mr. M’Lean:— 

“JT must do them the justice to say that the pa- 
rent himself expresses a wish to depart, otherwise 
the unnatural deed would never be committed ; for 
they in general treat the old people with much care 
and tenderness.” 

The same observation applies to the In- 
nuits, of whom we have an interesting des- 
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cription from the pen of Captain Hall, the 
philanthropic voyager in search of the lost 
crews of the Erebus and Terror, That gen- 
tleman testifies to the fact of the well-mean- 
ing intention and affectionate disposition of 
those Arctic people; yet it is, as it has been 
from time immemorial, a custom with them 
to wall up their aged sick in ice, and aban- 
don the poor creatures to their fate. Ney- 
ertheless, they are careful to place within 
their reach a cruse of water and a little food 
on a platter. 

It is difficult to conjecture, much less ex- 
plain, how such a usage as that in question 
originated in the islands of the South 
Pacific Ocean. By far the most villainous 
form of it is, or was till very lately, practis- 
ed in Viti, the largest of the Fijian group. 
Perhaps it travelled thither va the Eastern 
Archipelago, and was introduced by Mala- 
yan voyagers; for, according to Marco Po- 
lo, he observed the custom among the Bat- 
tas of Sumatra in the thirteenth century, 
Thence it is not impossible, I think, to trace 
it northwards to the countries bordering the 
Indus (See Elphinstone’s Cabu/, vol. i. p. 
45), and not so very far removed from the 
scene of the first mention of it by the father 
of history. W. W. W.

“Fall” for “ Autumn.”—As an evi- 
dence that the use of the word fall for 
autumn was a legitimate English expression, 
and is not an Americanism, as many persons 
suppose, I would quote a sentence from Wil- 
liam Penn’s letter to the Free Society of 
Traders, dated the 16th of 6th month, 
1663. He is describing the seasons of the 
year as he had experienced them in Penn- 
sylvania, where he had “lived over the 
coldest and hottest that the oldest liver in 
the province can remember,” and he thus 
begins : ‘‘First, of the fall, for then I came 
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Potatoes Introduced into England.—The 
following extract from V. Duruy’s HHestoire 
de France ii. 474, Paris, 1860, gives a cu- 
rious account of the introduction of potatoes 
into France :— 

“La Pomme de terre, transportée du Pérou dés le 
xvie siécle, était accuse de donner la lépre ou tout 
au moins des fiévres, Parmentier en fit l’analyse 
chimique en 1778, et obtint d’ensemencer 54 arpent- 
de la plaine des Sablons jusque-la d’une stérilité abso- 
lue. On le traitait de fou; mais la plante poussa, 
les fleurs parurent; il en fit un bouquet qu’il présens 
ta au roi, et Louis XVI mit une de ces fleurs a sa 
boutonnicre, La cause de la pomme de terre ¢tait 
gagnée.””

Geographical Nomenclature.—It may be 
taken as an axiom that the names of mere 
settlements change with each succeeding 
race, but that the prominent natural features 
—the mountains and rivers—usually retain 
their original appellations, ‘This principle 
will be found to apply both in ancient and 
modern times, and is nowhere more con- 
spicuous than in the United States and Can- 
ada. Thus in England the names of rivers, 
the Dee, the Don, the Wye, the Derwent, 
the Avon, the Ouse, &c.; the names of 
mountains, Blencathra, Helvellyn, Peny- 
gant, &c., are Celtic; whilst the vast ma- 
jority of the names of places are Anglo-Sax- 
on or Danish. 

So in America the rivers, such as the 
Connecticut, the Susquehanna, the Poto- 
mac; the lakes, as Ontario, Michigan, Win- 
nipsicogee ; the hills, as Monadnock, Waset, 
Papakunk, are for the most part Indian; 
whilst the names of places are unmistakably 
of European origin J. A. Picron, 

Mississippi Bubble-—Among the many 
whimsical events to which the transactions 
of the South Sea year gave rise, as well in 
France as in England, the following odd mis- 
stake is recrded in the “ Lettres de Mad. 
Charlotte Elizabeth, Duchesse D’Orleans.” 
A celebrated physician, named Chirac, was 
called to the assistance of a sick lady, just 
as he had heard a melancholy tale of the 
lowering of the Mississippi stock, in which 
he had largeconcerns. Full of this inter- 
esting intelligence, he entered the sick lady’s 
chamber, and feeling her pulse muttered to 
himself—‘* Ah! heavens! how they sink !

Sir Francis died 
in 1608, aged 81. Aubrey says they were 
brought from Italy by Sir Francis, but the 
editors of the Biographia Britannica speak- 
ing from a tradition preserved in the fami- 
ly, tell us that they were raised by him from 
the seeds of the first oranges which were im- 
ported into England by Sir Walter Raleigh, 
who had married his neice. The trees were 
planted in the open ground, and were pre- 
served in the winter by a moveable shed. 
They flourished about a century and a half, 
being destroyed by the hard frost in 1739

As it 
was impossible to pay this little tribute of respect to all the deserving characters, who have tallen in defence 
of American liberty, the Author determined to desist, after the first attempt. The lines on Major André are 
an exception to the above remark, as are those on General Mercer. 

What a pity the author did not insert more of these “ little tributes of respect.””. The lines upon General 
Mercer we should be glad to print along with the above, but the task of finding them out in a poem of ten 
thousand lines we most respectfully recommend to the purchaser. Line 479, Book X, begins a Vision of 
America.
